Sunday evening on the sixth floor of 
the Sun Sun Hotel, Nanking Road, a 
case to which considerable importance 
is attached. 

The middle-aged victim, Mvo Ngoh- 
hung, was killed with one shot from 
a pistol held Dy a man who entered 
Moo's room alone and who managed 
to escape after the crime. Moo is 
reported t. have been formerly the 
Chief o” the Finance Bureau of the 
Kwangtung Provisional Government, 
and at the time of his death was chief 
adviser to the Executive Yuan of the 
central “Reformed Government.” He 
had been staying in the Sun Sun 
Hote!, which is situated above the Sun 
Sun department store, since January 
23. He is thought to have arrived 
here from Nanking on a _ political 
mission. 

Despite Moo's connections with the 
Japanese-sponsored régime, the mo- 
tive for the assassination is not en- 
tirely clear.

The son of the murdered man was 
located by detectives yesterday.

The son informed the police that 
his father had not been in Shang- 
hai for several years and that he 
did not know what he had been 
doing during the past two years. 
Formerly, he said, his father was 
connected with the National Gov- 
ernment.

The task of the police in track-

in the numerous Jap: nese sponsored Puppet Organizations, ind about 
six months ago obtained the position of Chief of the Jupanese 
Special Service Political Scetion under General Toka. In view of 
this,end with the brerking awsy of Wang Ching es (/% Fh fH4) and 
his perty from the Chungking Goverment, Tsai ( ) went <o Hong- 
Kong about six weeks ago for the purpose of recruiting the servic- 
es of the degecsed,who wis then residing «t No.13 Lock road,Kow- 
loon,cnd in this he wis successful, both he und the deceased return 
ing to Shanghai on the 1/1/39. At this time the dece:sed took up 
residence :t the China Hotel ( room number forgotten ), all expeng- 
es being peid by Taal # ). Shortly after this informant Learn 
ed that dece:sed h:d obtained a pass from Wen Tsung Yao (je § 2) 
Fresident of the legislative Yuan Of the Reformed Goverment,in 
which he was referred to as Chief Advisor to the Executive Yuan, 
but this,informant states was fulse,and ws merely a coverup for 
the actual position of the deceased,which was Assistant Chief of 
General Toka's Special Political Section,which is located at 485 
Boone Road Apartment No.4. Shortly after srriving in Shanghai 
deceused moved to the Dollar Hotel,then to the Yungtse Hotel, 

Far Eastern Hotel,and finally on the 23/1/39 to the Sun Sun, where 
he engeged room No.608,which wes rented in the name of Tsai ( ‘ ) 
Who used to visit him daily,and who every three days paid the 
room expemes. In reference to the latter item,it will be recalled 
that just prior te his assasination, the deceased calied for his 
bill,and according to informer ihe did this with the knowledge that; 
it was the intention of Tsai 4 hh to call that evening for pur- 
pose of defraying these expences. That Tsai Cs ) dad gall at 
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the hotel that evening was confirmed by the informnt,who stoted 
that et .bout 9 pem. on the 29/1/39 he received a telephone call 
from Ts: i ( & ) who informed him that ot about 8 pm. he had 
eclled -t the 6th floor of the Sun Sun Hotel along with his wife, 
but seeing a number of foreign police officers gathered there he 
had enquired from a boy xs to what had happened,«nd on being in- 
formed that the occupant of room 605 had just been assaginated, he 
q&ickly left,and reported the matter to the Jepanese Special 
Service Corp,efter which he communic:ted with the informunt,re- 
questing that he adopt the role of son of the decensed,and attend 
the inquest the following morning for purpose of cleiming the 
body. This,informint refused to do,:nd Tsai ¢ ) then mention. 
ed that he would. got someone else to do it. 

Thie informant,who eppeared very willing to give every 
assistance to the police,was next questioned as to why the de- 
ceased had been requested to come to Shanghai,and whether or not 
he could disclose any specinl reason for this,and he in reply 
stated that although he had no definite proof,he strongly suspect: 
ed that deceased,who hed quite » strong following in the south, 
had had something to do with the fall of Canton into the Japanese 
hands,and that with him having 2 still stronger pull in and a= 
round swatow, it was possible that it might be for a similiar 
reason thut the Japanese had requested his presence here,however 
as in the former instance he had no definite pro®f of this and 
was merely voicing his suspicions. 

-As it eppeared rather strange th.t this man should 
make all the aforegoing disclosures,especially when he claimed to 
be a very good friend of the decenseds family,he was discreetly 
questioned along these lines,and as a result it was ascertained 


that his reason for this was that he had nad received « cable 
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from decenseds wife in Hongkong,requesting him to assist in the 
funeral »rrongments,2nd he wes efreid that Tsai ( Je ) and 
probably the Jzpanese -iuthorities might interfere in this mitter 
It was then expl: ined to him th:t at the inquest that morning a 
male Chinese pert:ining to be the son of decensed had claimed thi 
body,and that this mon ws at the moment :t Yvolice Headquarters. 
Informant expl: ined th:t this could not be so0,as to the best of 
his knowledge no members of deceaseds fumily were in Shanghai,an 
in confirmation of this he repeated the words of Tsai Cheng Jen 
(% 77 f ) who had stated that he would get someone else to 
pose :s the som of dece::sed. 

In view of this J]:tter inform:tion D.S. 
Fowler immedi:tely returned to hecdquorters,where he informed 
the undersigned,who in turn questioned the m:le Chinese in ques- 
tion. This man stili edherred to original stitement to the effect 
that he was the eldest son of the deceased,however when requestec 
to produce some means of identification he could not so,and re- 
quested permission to return to his home in the French Concessior 
where névierinitely identify himself. As mentioned in Diary Noe2 
of this file he did so to the satisfaétion of all concerned.

of all doouments etc found in possession of the decessed,a pere= 
ugol of which in no smell way confirms the information as given 


by this informer,and tends to show thet the dece:sed was undoubdt-
